4.1 Disadvantaged Business Enterprise (DBE) Program: FY 2002-03 Utilization 

Report* (page 5)  Discussion/Action 
It is recommended that the Committee forward a recommendation to the Board approving 
the attached DBE utilization report for federal fiscal year 2002-03. 
 
4.2 Annual Report* (page 7) Discussion/Action 
It is recommended that the Committee forward a recommendation to the Board approving 
the attached FY 2002-03 Annual Report. 
 
4.3    Draft FY2003-2004 Budget*(page 29) Discussion/Action 
In accordance with the joint powers agreement, the CMA Board must adopt a budget in 
March of each year.  A draft budget must be released for review and comment in February.  
A draft work program was adopted by the Board in January.  Due to the State budget crisis 
there are significant uncertainties with regard to several projects and programs included in 
the budget  It is recommended that the Committee approve the draft work program and 
forward it to the CMA Board for action. 
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4.4 I-680 SMART Carpool Lane Project* (page 33) Discussion/Action 
ACTIA’s 20-year Expenditure Plan approved in 2000 included $25.8 million for the I-680 Express 
Lane Improvements, with the CMA designated as the project sponsor.  Based on the results of the 
preliminary study completed last year, the CMA Board authorized staff to proceed with a three-year 
demonstration project on southbound I-680.  Staff from ACTIA and the CMA have estimated the 
Measure B contribution to the next phase of the implementation of this project to be $1.7 million.  It 
is recommended that the Committee authorize the Executive Director to: 

1. Execute all necessary agreements associated with the transfer of these funds from ACTIA to 
the CMA; 

2. Execute all necessary agreements associated with the transfer of funds from Santa Clara 
VTA to the CMA; 

3. Execute agreements for consultant services for legislative and technical support in an amount 
not to exceed $304,000 [ACTIA $252,000 and VTA $52,000]  

4. Execute agreements for design and support services to incorporate the SMART Carpool lane 
within the proposed full-standard HOV lane in an amount not to exceed $1.4 million. 

ACTIA is expected to take action to fund both elements in February. The CMA’s request is being 
processed by VTA with a target date for approval in March or April. 
 
4.5 I-680 Sunol Grade Soundwall Project: Award of Construction  

Contract* (page 39) Discussion/Action 
On January 6th the CMA opened bids for the construction of soundwalls for the I-680 HOV lane-
widening project.  The low bid was $10,251,836, approximately $1.9 million over the engineer’s 
estimate.  Staff has revised the I-680 Corridor funding plan and will now supplement the STIP funds 
programmed to the soundwall project with federal funds that are currently programmed in the 
Corridor.  The Administration & Legislation Committee is requested to forward a recommendation 
to the CMA Board to award the contract to RGW Construction/Focus Construction Joint Venture 
(JV) for $10,251,836.
